In making tests of the power devel- 
ed by an engine, either an indicator, a 
or adynamometer can be used, the indi- 

ordinarily being the easiest to apply, 
and by using it the exact motion of the 
valve or valves and the performance of the 
steam in the cylinder can be clearly shown, 
thus giving opportunity to adjust the valves 
{they are not working as they should. 

Although every engine room which is of 
any importance financially should include 
an indicator in its equipment, it is hardly 
robable that many of them will secure one; 
and when one is not to be had the next best 
_ at least can be done—that is, to find 

» horse power developed at the engine, 
Serenata by other means. 

If the engine has a fixed cut-off the point 
can be easily found by removing the steam- 
chest cover and noting the part of the 
stroke of the piston where the valve closes 
the ports at each end of the cylinder. 

If the engine has an automatic cut-off the 
average point of closure must be found 
while the engine is running under its ordi- 
nary load. 

Provided it is a slow speed, this can be 
done by tapping a small screw into the side 
of the cross-head or by having anything 
which will project htly,. Next mark on 
the guides lines to the pro- 
jection on the cross-head at each end of 
its stroke. Then while the engine is run- 
ning with its usual load note the part of the 
stroke where the dash pot closed, by hold- 
ing a thin piece of spring steel against the 
guides, moving it along until the sound of

This must be 
done for each end of the cylinder separate- 
ly. Itis of importance to find the point of 
cut-off for each end of the stroke, because 
there are very many engines running which 
have their valves working differently for 
want of perfect setting or adjustment of the 
valve gear. If this inequality is shown the 
cause should be found and such adjustment 
made as will bring the valves to proper 
working. 

This finding of the point of cut-off should 
be done at intervals throughout a whole 
day's run in order to secure the average, 
for the load on the engine may vary more 


or less in many mills, and if the cut-off is | 


one-eighth at one time and one-fourth at 
another it is of importance to know it. 

With the initial steam pressure—that is, 
the pressure on the boilers—the revolutions 
of the engine, the stroke in feet, area of the 
piston, and the mean effective pressure, the 
horse power can be easily figured.

The number of pounds of water used per 
horse power per hour is the measure of econ- 
omy of the engine, and is the single and im- 
portant element to reach as a final result of 
the tests. This is found by dividing the 
number of pounds of water pumped to the 
boilers per hour by the average horse 
power which the engine is 
developing. This must be 
done while the boilers are 
supplying steam to the en- 
gine only, and such a time 
can usually be most con- 
veniently found when the 
steam supply is shut, off 
| from heaters, evaporators, 
| coils, &c. 


Astothe amount of water 
which»the-engine is using 
per horse power per hour, 
it should be below 30 
pounds, even in the most 
wasteful engine, and in en- 
gines which are running 

| with any approach toward 
respectable economy (that 
is, considering the present 
state of engineering) the 
amount of water used to 
develop 1 horse power per 
hour should be down to the vicinity of 22 
pounds for non-compound, non-condensing 
| engines. If the engine is condensing the 
amount should be about 15 per cent. less; 
if compound condensing, it should be about 
30 per cent. less than the above. That is, if 
the engines are of any size they should ap_ 
proach this economy, provided they are work. 
ing satisfactorily and the boilers are supply- 
ing what would be considered ordinarily dry- 
steam. This factor of dryness is important 
and should be very carefully taken into ac- 
count, to see that the boilers are giving con- 
tinuously a practically dry supply. Probably 
most of the best boilers in common use are 
giving on an average about 5 to 7 per cent. 
of moisture in their steam. Commercially, 
dry steam would contain not over 3 per cent. 
of moisture. 

As to the consideration of boilers which 

great many 


are expensive to run, there are a 
which are throwing out 15 or 20 per cent. of 
moisture, and this fact should be duly taken 
into account. 

If an engine shows an excessive rate of 
| water used when the boilers are supplying 
| good, dry steam, and the trouble cannot be 
| located, then an indicator should be called 
into use and the exact performance of the 
| steam in the cylinder found. It is cheaper 
| to do this than to throw away $2 or $3 worth 
| of coal every day.

It has long been 
known to chemists that chlorine may be 

| liquefied by subjecting it to a sufficiently

that this has been done only on a very small 
scale, and by means which are suitable only 
to laboratory usage. 

The principal obstacle in the way of 
making and selling liquid chlorine in the 
market is found in the heavy pressure re- 
quired to liquefy it, this being about 60

The chlorine which is generated af the 
anode ¢ is drawn by the action of the pump 
hereinafter explained through the short 
pipes 4’ and into the chlorine main B. From 
the main B the gas goes to a condenser 
C. This consists of a chamber, 7, having 
numerous vertical tubes, 7 The chamber 7 
is kept filled with ice water, which enters by 
the pipe 7’ and may be drawn off at the pipe 
j* as soon as it is heated. The chlorine 
passes upward, as indicated by the arrows, 
through the tube 7, when 
most of the moisture which 
it holds in suspension is 
condensed, and runs down 
into the chamber 4 at the 
bottom of the condenser. 
Thence it may be drawn 
off into the vessel 4, which 
is preferably made of 
glass. The accumulated 
water may be drawn off 
from vessel £ from time to 
time by closing the cock #’, 
opening the air vent 4*, and 
opening the discharge 
cock £*. 

‘The condenser C should 
be made of glass, glazed 
earthenware or of lead. 
The gas now passes from 
condenser C to one or more 
dehydraters D. These 
dehydraters are compart. 
ments having several shelves, m, on which 
1s placed a quantity of calcium chloride 
indicated at /. The 
effect of the chloride of calcium is to re- 
move the larger portion of whatever moist- 
ure may remain in the gas after it has been 
acted upon by condenser C. This part of 
the apparatus may be made of lead, since 
the chlorine is already partially dried, and 
hence its corrosive action is reduced.

The out- 
let « being normally closed, a pressure is 
caused by the pump J in the tank K suffi- 
cient to liquefy the chlorine, the heat due to 
compression being abstracted meanwhile by 
the cooling coil L. The tank or cylinder for 
holding the liquefied chloride is shown at M 
and is connected by the union #’ to the out- 
let w of the tank K. It is provided with a 
cock, v, which by means of the union v’ is 
connected to a safety valve /, set to a pres- 
sure in excess of that to which the liquefied 
chlorine will evaporize. The tank K is pro- 
vided witha gauge -r, and a similar gauge, 2’, 
is connected to the safety valve /. In the 
upper part of the cylinder M is a valve, w, 
which communicates with a pipe, w’, leading 
to the bottom of the cylinder. 

The operation of drawing off liquefied 
chlorine into the cylinder M is as follows: 
The compressed chlorine enters the cylinder 
and compresses the air therein until the air 
pressure in the cylinder and in the tank K 
reaches equilibrium. The valve v is then 
opened to allow the air to escape to the 
safety valve 7, which is set to a lower 
pressure than the safety valve ¢ on the cylin- 
der K. Since the outlet # draws from the 
bottom of the tank K, only liquid chlorine 
escapes. As soon as the pressure in the 
cylinder M has reached 60 pounds or there- 
about to the square inch, it is certain that 
the chlorine admitted therein is in liquid 
form because any of it which may have been 
vaporized when first admitted has become

sure in the cylinder M, and this causes the 
confined air to be forced out of the safety 
valve /. When the cylinder M is full, the 
valves v and ware closed, and the unions 
«and v' are disconnected when the cylin- 
der is ready for shipment. 

When the chlorine gas is generated by 
this electrolytic process of decomposition of 
sodium chloride, it may be diluted with 
small quantities of oxygen and atmospheric 
air. These foreign substances are sep- 
arated from it in the tank K; as the chlor- 
ine after compression to about sixty pounds 
to the square inch and on being cooled 
liquefies, it necessarily becomes 
from the oxygen and air, and the latter ac- 
cumulates in the top of the tank above the 
body of liquid chlorine. The safety valve 
/is set to a pressure sufficient in excess to 
that at which the chlorine liquefies at the 
temperature at which it is introduced into 
the tank, to insure that all the chlorine 
shall be liquefied before the pressure is 
raised sufficiently to open the valve. It 
follows that as the tank is nearly filled and 
as the pressure is increased the valve / will 
be lifted, and the air and oxygen will 
escape. By reason of the specific gravity 
of the chlorine, very little or any of it, 
even in gaseous form, will escape at the 
valve /, but should any appear, the dis- 
charge from the condenser J] may be turned 
into another tank, or the pressure in the 
tank K may be relieved by allowing the 
escape of its contents into a cylinder, as M.

can be got out of it must pass through a 
hole 0.2 inch wide by 12.564 (4x3.141) inches 
long. This gives an area of 12.564x.2, or 
about 25 square inch of cross-sectional area 
for the steam to escape through under 80 
pounds pressure. When steam leaves the 
valve under that pressure it has a velocity 
of about 800 feet per second, but the velocity 
is greatly reduced as soon as it passes the 
lips of the valve, and at the same time the 
volume of the eseaping steam is greatly in- 
creased. The volume of steam is also in- 
creased many times. A cubic inch of water 
made into steam is increased in volume 
about 1,700 times, and when the steam is at 
a pressure of 80 pounds the volume will be 
increased several hundred times when the 
steam is discharged into the atmosphere.

In order to get this increased volume of 
steam away from the valve, the area of the 
pipe must be increased in proportion to the 
increase in volume of the escaping steam.

‘* Well, then, where do the two metals 
come from? The plates of the boiler are all 
of the same metal, and I don’t see how there 
can be galvanic action with two pieces of 
the same kind of metal and pure water for 
the liquid.” 

‘* Under those conditions there would be 
no galvanic action, and the boiler would 
wear perfectly; but, unfortunately, the 
water is far from pure; in fact, it is almost 
always more or less acid or alkaline, and in 
either condition can cause galvanic action 
on dissimilar metals, and such metals are 
almost always found in steam boiler shells, 
for there is difference enough between two 
of the plates themselves to cause such ac- 
tion. The experiment has been tried of 
cutting a strip from two boiler plates and 
then connecting them as a battery, and cur- 
rent enough would be generated to move 
the needle of a galvanometer connected in 
circuit with the two plates. Taking this 
view of the matter, it is easy to stop the 
pitting, grooving and other corrosion by 
stopping the galvanic action, and this can 
be done by the use of certain chemicals, 
which will make the water non-corrosive or 
of no action, as the electrolyte of a battery. 

Usually it is only necessary to put a little 
soda (salsoda or goda ash) into the boiler to 
render the water non-galvanic in its action. 
It will not do itin all cases, but it is not 
true, also, that all internal corrosion is 
caused by galvanic action. Much of it is, 
and soda will stop a good deal of the cor- 
sion, hence the value of that substance ina 
steam boiler.

Albany for a receiver to take in charge the | 


affairs of the company and find out how 
matters stood. Considerable pressure was 
brought to bear on Mr. Davy to withdraw 
this action. The Cataract Bank and the di- 
rectors of the company made several propo- 
sitions. When Mr. Davy went to pay the 
judgment claims of the employees of the 
mill, which they secured against him indi- 
vidually, he found that they had been settled 
and also the costs to himself. This was 
thrown out as a peace offering. After con- 
sidering the matter, and seeing that if he 
continued the fight it signified long and ex- 
pensive litigation, Mr. Davy withdrew from 
the field, thinking discretion the better part 
of valor. The papers asking for a receiver 
were withdrawn and the injunction, when 
Under Sheriff Richards came up from 
Lockport Monday to sell the property, was 
not served. 

The sale was to have taken place in the 
law offices of Messrs. Ely & Dudly, the 
Cataract Bank's attorneys. There were 
present at the time designated, 10 a.M., a 
number of the directors of the company, 
creditors, and a number of real 
estate men. Eugene Cary, of this city, and | 
J. L. Romer, of Buffalo, represented Jacob 
Schoellkopf, of Buffalo and Arthur Schoell- | 
kopf, of this city, who held some $9,000 in | 
second mortgage indebtedness, and D. E. | 
Green, of the Casenovia Woolen and Felt | 
Company. Attorney Mark W. Potter, of | 
New York, appeared for H. M. Robertson, 
and Messrs. Ely & Dudley for the Cata- 
ract Bank, which held $85,000 of first mort- 
gage bonds with accrued interest, and with | 
Mr. Robertson also $34,000 of third mort- 
The bank in addition, held 
$80,000 more of these bonds as collateral. 


several 
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There were also $1,000 additional bonds in 
the treasury of the company. AII of this, 
with some $6,000 prior claims and liens, in- 
cluding sheriff's fees, made up the sum total 
encumbrance of about $134,000 subject to 
the first bid. The party of gentlemen went 
to the mill to sell the personal property, 
which consisted of office furniture and all 
the stuff about the mill with the exception 
of the machinery. Hon. Peter A. Porter, 
president of the Cataract Bank, bid it off for 
$3,000. It was inventoried at from $5,000 
to $6,000. 

The sale of the real estate, including the 
mill and machinery, took place at the offices, 
and the funeral procession wended its way 
back from whence it came. All bids the 
sheriff announced were subject to the 
mortgaged indebtedness already noted and 
which Attorney Dudley read off. Mr. 
George B. Shepard, assistant cashier of the 
Cataract Bank, thought he would dabble in 
pulp and paper interests, and astonished the 
assembly by bidding $5,000. After the 
sheriff had called $5,000 for ten or fifteen 
minutes Mr. Shepard thought he could swell 
his bid somewhat and withdrew it. He 
then bid $50,000. This looked more like it. 
After the sheriff had tired himself out try- 
ing to coax someone in the room to bid he 
was relieved by Mr. Porter bidding $85,000, 
and so the entire plant was knocked down 
to the Cataract Bank for $88,000, subject to 
the mortgage indebtedness of about $134,- 
000. What the bank will do with the plant 
is naturally the next question, and from 
rumors current there will be a company 
formed, chiefly of eastern capitalists, who 
will enlarge, make needed improvements 
and operate the mill. 

In conversation with Mr. Davy to-day, 
that gentleman stated to your correspondent 
that he knew of no paper or pulp making 
plant that could be more valuable than this 
one. He thought that 1,200 horse power 
could be developed there, and a fine mill 
plant run with big profit if properly 
handled. One thing is certain, the wheel 
pit will have to be rearranged and the 
water gate lowered a big bit before a good 
supply of water for power can be obtained. 

The affairs of the Rochester Paper Com- 
pany are still ina quiet state. The com- 
mittee appointed asked for more time. 
They had not straightened out the books, 
and thought they would be ready to make a 
report by April 15. 

There is an air of bustle and excitement 
at the immense plant of the Niagara Falls 
Paper Company, in this city. Machinery is 
constantly arriving, and a host of workmen 
are busy setting it up. The rag rotaries ar- 
rived this week, and the machinists had 
some trouble in getting the large tanks in- 
side the building. 

Contractor Douglas, who drove the wheel- 


| pit and tunnel, has made all his excavations 
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and is now engaged inthe masonry work on 
the floor of the wheelpit. This will be of 
great solidity and will constitute the foun- 
dation on which the large turbine wheels 
and harness will rest. There are ten stone 
masons now employed in the bottom of the 
pit. Next week the bricklayers will com- 
mence lining the lateral tunnel between the 
pit and the main tunnel. This tunnel is 
nearly 700 feet long and has two curves in 
it. Tworings of brick will be used, one of 
the Shawmut and the other of Buffalo brick, 
In all there will be in the neighborhood of 
2,000,000 bricks used. Mr. Douglas does not 
know just when he will have the bricking 
completed. 

General Manager J. C. 
asked yesterday when the mill would be 
running. stated that he could not tell. 

The United Indurated Fibre Company, at 
Lockport, is again. increasing its capacity 
This plant of the company is now one of the 
most completein the country. It has a large 
amount of export trade, which is handled by 
its New York agents, Messrs. Cordby and 
Hayes. New markets are opening up every 
day. The mill’s oven capacity will be in- 
creased 20 per cent. or more. There will 
be three to five new ovens capable, with the 
others ,of giving an output of 400 dozen 
pails, tubes and small pieces a day. Ten 
new presses will be ordered of the Trevor 
Manufacturing Company, of Lockport. 
These improvements mean an outlay of 
$20,000. The North Gorham, Me., mill 
will also be enlarged and the capacity in- 
creased. 

The affairs of the Tuscarora Pulp Com- 
pany, the new concern recently organized to 
build a pulp mill at Newfane in Niagara 
County, are progressing slowly but safely. 
They will have a dam with a 20 foot fall. 
The company expect to develop between 
600 and 700 horse power. The mill will have 
two grinders with a capacity of from 6 to 7 
tons of pulp a day. W. E. T.

What will our 
manufacturers of wood pulp and wood 
fibre say to the proposition to place all 
pulp made from wood on the free list? 
Will this receive the cordial support of 
the representative in Congress from the 
Appleton district? On referring to the 
footings of the table, furnished by the 
gentlemen whose latest effort on 
the tariff is before the public, 
we find that it 
the proposed new fates of duties to 
increase the imports of foreign manu- 
factured articles to the extent of $133,- 
650,828 within one year after such tariff 
shall go into operation, and by the 
same process to decrease the revenue 
from imports by $51,596,149, as com- 
pared with 1892. If our home indus- 
tries are to meet this increased com- 
petition, and if our revenue is to suffer 
to the extent indicated, it strikes us 
that there will be considerable of a 
ferment when those most immediately 
affected awake to their situation.

A Boiling Question. 
Editor of The Journal : 

As there has been corisiderable misunder- 
standing and misrepresentation about the 
litigation in Chicago of the water tube boiler 
manufacturers—called the ‘‘ Temporary As- 
sociations "—against the World's Columbian 
Exposition for an injunction to prevent the 
installation of ‘‘ Stirling” boilers as an ex- 
hibit, we trust you will allow us the privi- 
lege of an explanation through your col- 
umns. 

The Temporary Association is composed 
of six water tube boiler manufacturers, 
apparently formed for the purpose of fill- 
ing the main boiler room at the world’s fair 
to the exclusion of other reputable manufac- 
turers, and one in particular. Additional 
space was created, for which the Stirl- 
ing Company applied, on equal terms with 
all, but was refused, the engineer in charge 
stating that the space had been promised to 
the Babcock & Wilcox Company. ‘he 
Stirling Company appealed to the council of 
administration ; was sustained, and a con- 
tract was entered into. After many inef- 
fectual efforts to change this decision the 
Babcock & Wilcox Company filed a bill for 
an injunction to shut out the Stirling boilers, 
thus seeking to create a monopoly and 
throw the gates open for any exhibitor to 
exclude a competitor. Some of the allega- 
tions and assertions of this bill as to the 
character of the Stirling type of boilers are 
so ridiculous that it is hardly possible to be- 
lieve the author 1n his right mind. Were 
we to enumerate them it would only create 
asmile that such methods should be thought 
of by an intelligent competitor. The mas- 
ter in chancery decided in favor of the 
Babcock & Wilcox Company, but Judge 
Crosscup, of the United States District 
Court, brushed this decision aside, stating 
that Sargent, the world’s fair engineer, had 
no authority to make a verbal agreement. 
Sargent expressly testified that he told the 








Babcock & Wilcox Company that the prom- 
ise would first have to be approved by the 
council of administration. As a matter of 
fact, it never was submitted to the council, 
and the Babcock & Wilcox Company was 
never advised that it had been approved by 
that body. The judge held that the Bab- 
cock & Wilcox Company failed to establish 
any one of the essential allegations of its 
bill, and the injunction prayed for was de- 
nied, with costs against complainant.

The Wertheim Failure. 





In speaking of the failure of A. Wertheim 
& Co., last week, the JournaL said: ‘‘A 
peculiar feature of the firm’s business has 
developed since the failure. It seems that 
in many cases the goods which Mr. Wert- 
heim sold to arrive, and which he brought 
forward—the customer furnishing the credit 
—were invoiced on the other side at a 
higher figure, 10 per cent. or more, than the 
price at which he had agreed to sell them, 
the foreign shipper, of course, as is usual, 
drawing his money when he presented proof 
that the goods were shipped. When the 
goods arrived here it was explained to the 
customer that the invoice price was higher 
than the agreed price, but that ic was all 
right, and to make it all right Mr. Wertheim 
would give his check for the difference. At 
the time of the failure some such transac- 
tions were disclosed. The banking houses 
holding the goods wanted the invoice price 
from the buyer, and in some cases buyers 
have been obliged to pay more than the 
agreed price in order to get the goods, and 
in this way have become creditors of A. 
Wertheim & Co. tothe amount of the dif- 
ference.” 

To this statement Mr. Williams, the as- 
signee, takes exception. Speaking of the 
matter, he said : 

‘*There are only two cases in which in- 
voices were in that way. In one the banker 
became suspicious, but when I explained it 
to him he said the explanation was per- 
fectly satisfactory. It was this way: In 
one case the increase in the invoice was 
owing to an advance in freight. Mr. Will- 
iams then called Mr. Goldman, who was Mr. 
Wertheim’s salesman, into the room, and 
the latter gentleman said: The pulp was 
brought from Sweden. It went by rail to 
Drondheim and was there shipped. The 
ship was frozen in, and had to be cut out, 
which was an expensive proceeding, while 
the freight charges were also heavy. 

Mr. Williams then asked Mr. Goldman 
about the other case where the invoice 
price was higher than the figure at which 
the pulp was sold, and in response the lat- 
ter said: ‘‘ Mr. Wertheim sold short, think- 
ing the market would go down. It went 
up.” 

“That is it,” said Mr. Williams. ‘* Mr.

occur in steam or water pipes. 
pipes it is sometimes a difficult matter to get 
joints between wrought iron pipes and cast 
iron fittings that will not leak, owing prob- 
ably tothe fact that in screwing the wrought 
iron pipe into the cast iron acertain amount of 
iron dust isrolled upin such a way that it 
prevents the joints from being made iron to 
iron. It is the usual practice to tap cast 
iron dry, and in factif oil is used it makes 
the work that much more difficult, but a dry 
tapped thread in a cast iron fitting can never 
be made tight when new, and remain so 
without more work than would be required 
to make a perfectly tight joint with malle- 
able fittings and wrought iron pipe. 

Where large cast iron fittings are 
threaded in the lathe, if a finishing cut has 
not been taken with the threads oiled, it 
will be rough, and when such fittings are 
used on steam pipes they usually leak more 


or less for a time, and sometimes the leak 


cannot be stopped without taking the pipe 
down and screwing the thread in farther. 
Often a little leak will be left at such a 


joint, that although the escaping steam can- | 
not be heard, yet it can be seen and re- | 


mains an annoyance to the engineer. In 
plants which are in operation the greater 
portion of the twenty-four hours each day 
it is, almost impossible to take down the 
pipes to stop such leaks as these mentioned; 
then the question arises as to the Lest and 
most convenient way of stopping the leak, 
and often some kind of cement is brought 
into play for that purpose. 

. We have had several inquiries covering 
this point, and have prescribed such reme- 
dies as we have found successful in our 
practice. Many times the remedy must be 
applied while the pipes are hot. In other 
places the pipes will be cold for a sufficient 
length of time to be operated on. Different 
remedies are required for different cases. 
We have already described how a solution 
of sal ammoniac might be successfully em- 
ployed for stopping a small leak, by forming 
a rust, if the pipe could be left cold for a few 


hours ; also how a pipe might be soldered | 


while hot by the use of ordinary soldering 
fluid containing a little sal ammoniac in the 
solution, the solder being applied and the 
leak stopped while steam pressure was still 
in the pipe. These two methods we have 


found were sufficient for all the varying con- | 


ditions met‘with in practice ; but a corres- 
pondent now sends us a recipe for a cement 
for such purpose, which consists of iron and 
brass filings and chloride of lime, to which 
is added water sufficient to make a paste. 
The, proportions are 10 parts filings and 3 
parts chloride of lime. 
to stand for eight hours this cement becomes 
so strong that, as our correspondent states, 
the metal will break in any other part be- 
fore giving away at the point cemented. 

A little care in making screwed joints 
and the use of a mixture of plumbago and 
raw linseed oil forming a paste or paint to 
be applied to the male threads, while oil is 
applied to the female threads, will assist in 
making a joint which will never leak, no 
matter what pressure of steam it is submit-

The practice of purchasing a barrel of oil |

in the mill, although quite a common one, 
is not always the best, especially where the 
outfit is composed of both heavy and light 
machinery. The true principle of lubrica- 
tion is accomplished when the lubricant is 
of such a nature as to form a film between 
the surface of the journal and the box, so as 
to prevent the two surfaces from coming into 
intimate contact with each other. 

If a drop of pure sperm oil be placed 
under the microscope, it will be found to be 
composed entirely of small round globules, 
resembling fish eggs. These gobules form, 
as it were, a series of rollers upon which the 
journal moves without really coming in 
intimate contact with the surface of the box, 
and so long as these gobules continue un- 
broken the oil in the journal will remain 
clear ; but after a time these gobules become 
broken up and the two surfaces come in 
contact, then it will begin to turn black, 
which is caused by the small particles of 
metal detached from the box or journal, or 
sometimes both, and when such is the case 
the journal should again be replenished with 
fresh oil. 

All the oils derived from the fat of ani- 
mals contain more or less globules, but with 
some oils another substance is found that 
resembles gelatine. This is found more 
abundant in common whale oil, which ren- 
ders it so liable to gum that it is unfit to use 
upon machinery, except the heaviest, for 
the reason that the gelatine evaporates and 
unites With the globules after being broken 
up, forming a sticky mass, which soon 
hardens into a species of gum which de- 
stroys all its lubricating qualities. 

It is said, however, that by mixing these 
gumming oils with some of the many prod- 
ucts of petroleums this tendency for gum- 
ming may be in a great measure prevented, 
and it is thought that many of the heavy 
lubricating oils that are found in the market 
are thus compounded, but such oils should 
never be applied to anything except heavy 
machinery, which requires a heavy oil. For 
instance, a heavy shaft carrying a number 
of heavy pulleys or gears must necessarily 
require a heavy oil, otherwise the weight 
would have a tendency to press out the oil 
from between the surfaces, and the journal 

‘and box would come in intimate contact with 
each other, and if heat and abrasion are not 
the result unnecessary wear would be the 
natural one.

and when evaporated form gum, which 
renders them unfit for lubricating purposes, 
while petroleum is less liable to gum, and

|Paraffine for Enameling Paper. 





Paraffine color mixtures are employed 
for enameling papers as follows: 

1. Paraffine is melted in a large metal 
boiler, by heating with a fire or steam coil. 
When it is perfectly fluid the fire is with- 
drawn or steam shut off, and the mass 
cooled and stirred till it begins to solidify 
around the edges. Six parts of petroleum, 
ether, or bisulphide of carbon, are added, 
and the mixture is stirred until it becomes 
solid. 

2. The paraffine cake is cut into thin 
shavings with a knife, and placed in an air- 
tight closed vessel. Five times its weight 
of bisulphide of carbon is then poured over 
it and allowed to stand for three days or 
so, till it is completely dissolved. By this 
time the paraffine will be intimately com-

bined with the bisulphide of carbon, form- | 


ing a thick, milky mass. 

The paraffine dissolved according to pre- 
scriptions Nos. 1 and 2 is added to the 
color as follows : One hundred parts of blanc 
fixé, together with the necessary color to 
produce the desired shade, are mixed and 
thoroughly worked up with 11 to 15 parts of 
gelatine (glue) previously soaked in water. 
From 12 to17 parts of dissolved paraffine 
and about 12 parts of softened wax, such as 
is usually employed in the manufacture of 
enameled papers, are then added. If the 
color mixture is too thick for covering, it is 
thinned down with a corresponding quanti- 
ty of luke warm water. It is passed through 
a fine hair sieve before it is ready for use. 

8. The paraffine can be added to the color 
without previously dissolving it in petro- 
leum or bisulphide of carbon, in the follow- 
ing way: It is cut into thin shavings, mixed 
with the color paste, and the mixture heated 
to 40° C., with continued stirring, till both 
are thoroughly and completely incorporated. 

Of the above described methods the first 
two are preferable to the third, as the solu- 


tion of the paraftine is somewhat incomplete | 


in the latter. 
Papers enameled with this mixture are 
washable and. are capable of being very 


highly glazed. 


The paraffine has no action | 


on the colors, but the sulphureted hydrogen | 


liberated on long contact of the bisulphide 
of carbon and glue has an influence on 
them. It is therefore recommended that 
the color mixture shall be used as quickly 
as possible, because as soon as the color has 
been absorbed by the paper and is dry, no 
chemical action takes place between its con- 
stituents.—Papier Zeitung.

Taking in Partner Releases Sureties and 
Guarantors.—When a sole trader who holds 
a bond for the faithful performance of duty 
by a clerk takes a partner into his business 
the sureties are no longer responsible on 
the bond, although it will be otherwise 
where the intention of the parties at the 
time of the making of the bond is that the 
sureties shall be answerable in case of a 
change of the firm. So where a person 
promises to be responsible for any goods 
sold to a third party until further notice and 
afterward the person to whom such guar- 
ranty is given enters into partnership with 
others, and the firm furnishes goods without 
making: any further arrangements, the 
guarantor cannot be held responsible for 
the goods so furnished.—H/o/mes uv. Smal/, 
Supreme Judicial Court of Massachusetts, 
g2 N. E., Rep.

Liability of Railroads as Carriers and 
Warehousemen.—In some of the States the 
liability of a common carrier as such is 
ended when the transportation is com- 
pleted and the goods are safely stored, 
while in other States the carrier’s responsi- 
bility continues until the consignee has had 
a reasonable opportunity, after the arrival 
of the goods, to receive them. A common 
carrier is held to the highest degree of 
responsibility as an insurer of the goods ac- 
cepted by it for transportation, while of a 
warehouseman much less is required. When 
a railroad company ceases to be liable as a 
common carrier and takes the responsibility 
of a warehouseman, it is then only liable if 
loss results from its negligence as the prox- 
imate cause, and if its negligence is not the 
proximate cause of loss the company will 
not be liable,—Zas¢ Tennessee, V & G. Ry.
